During November, the department 


through its seven maintenance dis- 
tricts purchased approximately 175,000 
gallons of gasoline, paying about J10,- 
500 in gasoline taxes which are col- 
lected by the state revenue depart- 


• ment. 


James n. Rhync, director of high 


ways, estimated that for the past 
year, the department lias paid inti 
the bond refunding fund approximate 
ly $100,000. 


Under the present setup, the rev- 


enue department deducts for its ex- 
penses of collection a pro ratu share 
of the revenues from each tax col- 
am ojui aapuiEiuaj 34, Suited 'paj; 
state treasury. 


Thus the highway department is a 


big contributor toward the revenue 
department's expenses. 


Another contribution the highway 


department makes is toward county 
road maintenance through the tax it 
pays on gasoline. 


One-sixth of the tax goes to the

They Take Off 


BATHURST, Gambia, Africa.—(A>)4- 


Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh 
took off from herv at 6'p. m.'"Central 
Standard Time Tuesday on a 1,900-mile 
ocean flight to South America and 
three and a half hours later were 
446 miles out over the Atlantic. Mrs. 
Lindbergh was operating the wireless 
of the heavily laden monoplane, re- 
porting their progress at intervals. 


After a score or more unsuccessful 


attempts to lift the plane in an almost 
dead calm, he was helped on his way 
by a light breeze which rippled the 
surface of the lower Gambia river. 


For four days the ^Lindberghs had 


been balked by inability to lift the 
plane with its heavy ioad of fuel, re- 
quired for the longest hop yet at- 
tempted in their aerial survey tour of 
Atlantic ocean ariways. 


The German steamer 
Westfalen, 


which had been in Brazil securing 
supplies, was due to return to its 
midatlanlic post Tuesday, affording 
further security for the Lindberghs 
on their flight. The Westfalen is used 
by the German Lufthansa line as a re- 
fuoling base for transatlantic flights.
